Tons of Water Rushed 


Into the Desplrincs River When 


the Dam Opened. 


Completion of the Motuier Drainage 


Canai Project Connect* the Great 


Lakes With the Gulf

Lockport, 111., Jau. 
18.—-The bear 


trap dam separating the drainage 
canal from tho Despiaices river was 
lowered by ths sanitary district trus- 
tees with tie consent of the canal com- 
missioners acd Governor at 11:16 a. 
m., and 200.000 cubic feet of water per 
minute rush~U with a roar into the 
Desplaines river on its way to the Gulf 
of Mexico. The opening of the drain- 
age canal was the culmination of an 
all night vigil by the board of trustees 
and caaal commissioners at Joiiet— 
which ended in. their 
securing tUa 


necessary permission from Governor 
Tanner. A special train carried the 
trustees and commissioners from Chi- 
cago- to Joliet at 2 a. m. After fruitless 
eBoris to reach Governor Tanner at 
Springfield by telegraph, communica- 
tion was secured by telephone, and a 
conference was held with the governor. 
At 10:30 a. m. b telephoned permission 
to lower tu& dam at Lockport. Tho 
trustees and commissioners crowded 
together on the top o£ the south abutt- 
me:it, and r.bout 200 spectators gained 
other points of vantage. 


Bryan at Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, Jau. 
IS.—Colonel 
"Wil- 


liam Jennings Bryan addressed an au- 
dieuco of 5,000 people at Music hall on 
pending questions, under the auspices 
of the Cincinnati Bi-MetaJlic council. 
Ho announced as his text that the time 
had come when no farmer or laborer 
could afford to be a Republican. He 
said that party had entirely changed 
front. He quoted from Lincoln's latter 
to a Boston 
Republican meeting iu 


IS".!), and also from his first message 
in which Lincoln said that he feared 
monarchial tendencies in the republic. 
Passing to the money question, he 
said he had been ask«u to drop that 
question. He believed in that, that is, 
a double standard. As to dropping the 
money question he said there was no 
man in this nation big enough to let 
that question fall in such a way as to 
break it. Following up the criticism of 
the Republican party, he devoted con- 
siderable time to the currency bill bo- 
fore congress. Passing to the trust 
question he argued that monopolies 
could be stopped by the exercise of 
powers within the province of con- 
gress. The greater part of his two 
hours' speech was devoted to the Phil- 
ippine question. Tnls. he said, was an 
issue on which American sentiment 
had never been expressed in any na- 
tional election. Ho discussed the de- 
fenses of the Philippine policy, and 
was very severe on the theory that tiie 
possession o£ the Philippines would be 
profitable.

.men's Work, and while it is not con- 
nected with auy o£ the numerous other 
similar exchanges that have been ea- 
isblislied ia various cities all over tho 
country it is fiurry entitled to be call- 
ed the parent organization, since it wag 
the forerunner of the others, and the 
others are practically modeled after it_ 


The way of its birth was this: Mrs. 


M. L. Choate, wife of the well known 
William G. Choate, happened, one day 
In a fancy goods store, to see a lady of 
refinement and culture selling some 
fine needlework of her own literally at 
starvation prices and noticed the tears 
that gathered In her eyes as she ac- 
cepted the pittance. 
It occurred at 


once to Mrs. Choate that some plan 
should be dovised by which women 
should be enabled to dispose of their 
work at fair prices directly to consum- 
ers without losing the 
middleman's 


margin of profit. She invited to her 
own house a uurubsr of other women 
well kuown for their philanthropy and 
with them discussed Use necessity for 
such au enterprise aud asked their aid 
n formulating a plait for it. 
Without going into a detailed ac- 


count of the various plans suggested 
and the arguments presented It is 
enough to tell what was decided upon 
aud what has grown out of tuat meet- 
ing. 


The llrst step taken was the forma- 


tion of a society of which Mrs. Choate 
was chosen president. Among the oth- 
er officers and managers are the wives 
of Cornelius K. Agne.w, William Am- 
ory, George F. Baker, Andrew Carnegie, 
Frederic Coudert, Charles IT.

First the forty odd directors tax 


themselves ?50 or $100 apiece each 
year. Next they Impose au entrance 
fee, so to speak, on the consignors or 
such persons as desire to procure the 
privileges of the exchange for some 
Seiitle-womani -who is in need. This fee 
is a mere trifle. Any person contrib- 
uting §5 yearly may name three con- 
signors whose work will be taken on 
sale. 


Then 10 per cent commission is 


charged on all sales that are made. 
As these average between $40,000 and 
$50,000 a year, this item of receipts is 
the largest. All these together, how- 
ever, do not aggregate enough to pay 
expenses, and the exchange is there- 
fore dependent upon the liberality of 
its frieiide to make up deficits. 


A visit to the exchange commonly re- 


sults in the astonishment of the visitor. 
As I said, the consignors are all ladies 
of culture who have been reduced In 
circumstances. This class in the com- 
munity is larger than most people sup- 
pose or can easily realize, excepting by 
remembering that over i)0 per cent of 
American business men fail.

ov,-ner, who \vas brought up in South 
Africa, gun Sn hand, and who fought 
side by side -n Ith the Boers in the Ba- 
suto war aii'l -was for long tte inti- 
uiate associate of the Boer leaders, has 
been comraeuting on the trar as con- 
ducted up to date, lie praises warmly 
the bravery displayed by the Butish 
troops in their charges against in- 
trenched Boer positions, a. bravery 
which, he saj s, can. best be realized by 
those who know what kind of man the 
Boer is. 


"The war," he says, "has demon- 


strated that the man with the gun, 
provided he knows how properly to 
handle it, is the force that rules the 
world. 
jS'o bra\ery, however great, 


can overcome him. England has not 
yet realized, and your generals refuse 
to understand, what a man armed as 
the Bo«r is armed and trained as he is 
trained can do against the bravest 
men who try to storm his position. 
Kemember that the Boer is taught 
from boyhood to liit his living mark, 
and to hit St in the right spot. "Whoa I 
was a small boy, a shotguu was pat in 
my hands, ana I was encouraged to 
fire at hiids. TTben I got a little older, 
I had my double barreled hunting 
piece, and as parties of tis went out the 
ciders would show me just where to 
fire so as to pierce the game behind 
the shoulders when running at full 
speed- This is the training the Bocis 
have had, and one man, taught iu thi3 
way, can successfully resist a hundred 
men who try to lout him from an In- 
trenched position. On the other hand, 
200 men \i bo are poor sliols can be driv- 
en from their position by 25 determin- 
ed opponents." 


As an example of what Boeis can 


do in the way of holding a strong po- 
sition by flint of courage aad ruarKs- 
rcanship, Mr. Robinson gives an ex- 
perience of his own in the Basuto war, 
writes the New Xork Stm's London 
correspondent Potgieter was out with 
a scouting party ot 30 men ancl found 
himself between two large parties of 
Kalhrs. Four of the little commando 
tried to get away, trusting to their 
well bred horses, but only one got 
through, and he could not make his 
way to the Jaager to give warning. 
Potgieter and the remaining 20 men 
scalloped for a tmall ildge, and, get- 
ting there In time, at once started 
throR-iasr up stones in a semicircle to 
form a rampart of defense, iir. Rob- 
inson goes ou. 


"They had only raised the rampart 


two feet high v»heu the Kalhrs were 
on theai. Potgieter quietly isstied his 
orders. 
The men had dismounted, 


and two held the hoiscs behind the 
ridge- 
'Ko one is to fire until after 


me,' the leader said- 'I will bring 
down the cniefs, so many of you arfi 
to Sre at the horses, and the remain- 
der are to shoot down the dismounted 
Sen when they get on their feet' All 
the Kaffirs were mounted, and they 
rode up to the little band in apparent- 
ly irresistible numbers, the chiefs, gay 
•n Jth their war plumes and heavy with 
Katflr beer, at their head. The first 
body that had been sighted consisted 
of between 400 or 500 men, and a sec- 
ond strong fotce was laterdiscovered in 
tho rear. Potgieter let them approach 
to within 75 yards and then fired. 
r-own fell chief after chief. The rifles 
of his men rang out, and all the horses 
of the leading men stumbled, shot 
through the breasts. The fire was so 
resistif ss that the charging .party edged 
off to the right and tbe left and made 
a circle in retreat. Again the Kaffirs 
came on. They were armed with rifles, 
and a number of them kept up a rifle 
flre at the sides while the mounted 
forces again charged forward. 
But 


the result was only the same as before. 
They would draw off, their chiefs ex- 
horting them by the valor of all their 
forefathers, by the great deeds of Mo- 
sheshe, not to allow so puny a band 
to defy them. 
As the hours passed 


theie came a rampart of dead Kaffirs 
and Kaffir horses all around the Boers. 
Occe the charging party got so close 
that when the horses were shot two 
of them pinnged right over the kraal 
into the Boer horses hehiad before 
they fell dead, nearly causing a stam- 
pede among the horses of the scouting 
party. 


"The fight started at 8 o'clock in the 


morning. By 2 o'clock five or six of 
the Boers were so exhausted they de- 
clared they conld do BO more. Their 
mouths were parched, their tongues 
were swollen with intolerable thirst, 
their onus ached so that they could 
hardly move them, and they were stiff 
iu every limb. They said, "We canngt 
fight any longer.' Bnt be fPotgleter) 
langhed at them. Tut two pebbles la 
your mouths,' he said. 'That will less- 
en your thirst. If yon cannot fire any 
more, let me have your guns. 5ou keep 
them loaded, and 3C will do the shoot- 
ing. V?e must fight or die; there is no 
escape.' And so he heartened them. 
The flshttof? kept on till 6 In the even- 
ing, and then tbe Kaffirs drew off. The 
Boers qtilckly took advantage oi tha 
opportunity. They knew that their 
one hope -was to get clear away, for 
ammunition was running short, and If 
thfe Kaffirs sarroiraded them during thaj 
ntght they would be done. Half thelt j 
horses ha3 been fihot by the Kaffirs,' 


but tha hungry, aching, thirsty men 
got two ,>ach ou the muiaiaing horsei 
and rnadte a detour home. 


"They 'horld have been back in the 


laager 'jy 0 that iiigbt, and whan they 
did uot come, though all the other 
scouting parties returned, we grew 
anxious. We organized relief parties 
and set out hunting for them. They 
were too far away, and the wind was 
blowing in tise wrong way, so that we 
could not hear the sounds of firing In 
the camp. We went out firing at in- 
tervals. At last they heard our shots 
and signaled back. When we came up 
to them, they could hardly move. We 
poured brandy down their throats and 
cheered theai aad got them in. But we 
had no idea of the wonderful battle 
they had fought They said little about 
it, for they were too exhausted to 
speak. It was only nett day. when we 
came up to the field of buttle and saw 
the great number of dead and- dying, 
that we knew what deeds they had 
doae." 


After telling this story Sir. Robinson 


added: "Perhaps this incident will 
help yon to reibze what sort of fighters 
the men of South Africa are. Yet 
against such men our generals have 
blindly hurled their infantry, to be 
shot down like sheep. The madness of 
it! 
To see BO mnch courage in our 


British troops thrown away, and for 
nothing at all! We do the Boers no 
damage. TJp to now their losses have 
been infinitesimal." 


He accepts the Boer figures of their 


own losses as substantially accurate. 
"For." as he says, "what damage can 
o;ir soldiers do, charging up a hill, 
against an Invisible enemy? Even our 
artillery fire infbcts very little loss of 
life, I believe. The Boer trendies are 
made, after a manner learned from the 
Bnsutos, like a great S. It is impos- 
sible to have a raking fire down them 
and unless shells fall directly la tho 
trenches, which is> very seldom, they 
do comparatively iittle damage. I am 
also convinced that all the estimates 
of the Boei strength circulated in this 
country are great exaggerations. At 
the outside, including the mercenaries 
and the recruits, the Boers have not, I 
believe, more than 30,000 men in the 
field at the present moment- This is 
erzcluiive of recruits from northern 
Cape Colony or Jfatn.'. 
It 13 their 


mobility that gives them the enormous 
advantage o\iy us. Take one illustra- 
tion. They had their forces on the 
Cape border ready to resist us, expect- 
ing, as all who knew tbe country made 
sure, that the three British a; my corps 
under Methuea, Gatacre and French 
would move simultaneously into tho 
Free State. Had they done so the Boer 
armies would have been scattered and 
our troops could have marched on, 
avoiding their strong hill positions and 
gone right on to Pretoria 
We would 


have captured their cattle and have 
fought in the enemies' country at the 
enemies' expense. An imasion of the 
Cape Colony would have been impos- 
sible. Instead of that, the Boers were 
allowed to seize the bridges across the 
Orange river, to s>\veep over the conn- 
try fa.r :nt2 the Colony, and Methuen 
was sent forward alone, bearing all 
the brunt of the attack. The Boers at 
once took their cue ancl baw that we 
were gh ing them the ch.ince of their 
fighting our dmsions in detail. They 
threw all their strength on Methuen, a 
strength which, brave soldier and good 
fighter as he was. ha could not over- 
come. Remember wo are fighting the 
Boer on his own ground, and, serni- 
cmlized though jou ma}' think him, 
he has such knowledge of the veldt, 
such power of moving about on it, 
that no other men can equal him. 


"To put the matter briefly, if the 


present tactics are to be continued the 
mere sending out of large numbers 
of ill tiaiued men will not meet the 
case unless we aie prepared to suffer 
an enormous loss of life. The whoie 
system of fighting must be altered. 
Tens of thousands of infantry such 83 
those who are now^ going are of little 
service. Their magnificent courage Is 
thrown away. They aie not what we 
call crack shots, they lack mobility- 
all fatal faults when you have to face 
sharpshooters Intrenched in a strong 
position. What is wanted is a strong 
force of irregulru- horse, men raised at 
the Cape from the same classes as the 
Boers who are now flglitirp us. Sotoe 
one from tho Cape told me the other 
day that this could not bft done be- 
cause there is a scarcity of saddles at 
tbe Cape. Saddles! The men I mean 
would bring their own saddles and 
their own horses too. They are trained 
shots and know every inch of tbe 
country. I do not mean the loafers 
about Cape Town streets, but the 
hardy farmers. 
II Methuen had a 


force of 5,000 such men helping him, 
nothing would stop him on the road to 
Bloemfontein. 
While his army was 


attacking the Boer front these Irregu- 
lars would sweep round by a ford 
farther down the river to the Boer 
rear. Moving with great rapidity, they 
would seize the Boers' horses, drive off 
their cattle and render them helpless. 


"The British soldiers are too de- 


pendent on their commissariat, too 
slow. 
A Boer commando, tho men 


armed with their rifles alone, will take 
with it sufficient food for four or live 
flays, each man carrying his own pro- 
visions in saddlebags. 
In that four 


or five days the commando can with 
ease cover 150 miles, a distance that 
infantry would require from 12 to 15 
days to cover. 


This Boer war will load to the revo- 


lutionizing of European military meth- 
ods, and tb» hope of its speedy end 
is the liberal use of properly selected 
Irregular horse. There Is no question 
but that, as I said before, the rifle and 
straight shooting with an eye to Judge 
distances, in conjunction with a pow- 
erful artillery force, will supersede all 
i 


other weapons of warfare. 
The man, j 


however, who carries the rifle must be 
a smart rider and able to handle bis j 
horse in the same way as South Afri-! 
cans are taoght to handle theirs."

A Profwt Liberally Signed waj-Filed - thii 


Morning Which Quies Another De- 


lay ip the Decision. 


The county commissioners were 


again in session this morning for the 
purpose of considering 
the Li-ma, 


Tnl«4o and Cincinnati Electric rail- 
road franchise. Since the meeting 
held last week additional strength bad 
been mustered by the opposition and 
the office in wMch the beard transacts1 


ita business waa too small for tbe ac- 
commodation of those who were pres- 
ent to offer a personal protest against 
the granting of tee franchise. 


When the promoters of tbe new 


road first began to secure the consent 
of abutting property holders to their 
proposition to use UwPerrysburgroad, 
they had rather smooth sailing and 
few were found who strenuously op- 
posed tbe building of the electric line. 
Mr. Adkins secured with scarcely any 
dday the required majority of front- 
age, but since the opposition began its 
campaign, quite a number of those 
whose signatures had been, secured, 
revoked their former consent and a 
protest signed by the following prop- 
erty owners was filed this- morning 
witfr the board of commissioners, the 
number of rods fronting on tb.e pro- 
posed right of way, accompanying the 
signatures: J. Berryhill, 400 rods; I. 
M. Jacobs, 100 rods; Hebecea Miller, 
100 rods; Samuel L. Knupp, 8r Samuel 
B. Early. 160; W. G. Fowler, 365; S. 
V. Ferguson, 80; C. W. Herraan, 5; 
Lewis H. Cook, 155; Mrs. Slartha 
Belch, 95; John McCiellan, 80;- Abra- 
ham Brenneman, 690; Phillip Ivlaus, 
79; E. J. Thomas, 170; J. H. Wood, 
220; Edward Stump, 40; George- Best, 
80; John Kaas, 150; D. D..

H. & L\ railway company were pres 
ent and again presented tbeir side of 
the case to the board, relying mainly 
upon the proposition that the com- 
missioners could not legally grant- the 
franchise unless those favoring it-were 
the owners of a majority of the land 
abutting. 
Mr. Hamilton maintained 


that the opposition was by far. the 
stroB-ger in this sense, and offered! the 
figuzes to sustain him. He argued 
that the total distance to be covered 
was 6,130 rods, making it necessary 
for the promoters to have 3.090. Ac- 
cording to their petition tkey had 
but 2,967 rods originally, and of that 
amount 1,165 rods had since been re- 
voked, leaving but 1,799 rods out of 
the total of 6,180. On the otherhand 
property holders representing 4,170 
rods of the frontage had offered their 
protest against tbe franchise', and, 
therefore, the 
commissioners were 


powerless to grant the franchise-, even 
should they choose to do so. 


A type written resolution, covering 


a number of pages, the sense of which 
was to grant the right-of-way, was 
read before those prior to the argu- 
ments submitted, and it is tbe pass- 
ing of the resolution upon which 
the electric railroad company have to 
depend. At 11:30 a motion to ad- 
journ until 1:30 o'clock this afternoon 
was agreed to, the board desiring to 
consult together during tbe Interim, 
before rendering a final decision. 


It was the unanimous conclusion of 


the board, after again convening, that 
the matter was of such importance as 
to preclude a final decision at this 
time, and they determined to leave 
the matter open until the 3.1st of Jan- 
uary. In the meantime those favoring 
or opposing the construction of the 
road wiii be able to count noses and 
see just where they are at.
